INDIA’S LESSON 
The game of international broker can only be 
played by the most brilliant minds. At that game. 
Talleyrand and Bismarck were masters. Woodrow 
W’ilson tried it before and during the Paris Peace 
Conference and failed. Franklin D. Roosevelt tried 
it at Teheran and Yalta and he left a legacy of 
disaster behind* him. 
Nehru of India has placed himself in the po­ 
sition of being an international broker between 
the Eastern and the W’estern worlds. His main 
objective was to raise the stature of India as the 
leading power in Asia, the successor to Japan. 
The first battle was with Great Britain, w'hich 
granted India its independence within the Com­ 
monwealth. The Indian empire had been split into 
tw’o separate countries, India and Pakistan. 
From Nehru’s standpoint, India was in a pre­ 
carious position, which became increasingly more 
difficult as Communist China emerged as an im­ 
perialistic military pow'er. seizing, as one of its> 
first acts, Tibet, thus directly menacing India. 
Furthermore, as Communist China’s ambitions in 
Indo-China and Thailand became more apparent, 
India was definitely in peril. 
Therefore. Nehru, with that twist in logic for 
which Orientals are so famous, joined up with the 
menacing power, while exerting political blackmail 
on the only European nation that had any interest 
in protecting India. The form of blackmail used 
is the constant threat of withdrawal from the 
Commonwealth. 
With its troubles in Egypt, in Iran, in Malaya, 
Great Britain cannot afford to have any member 
of the Commonwealth secede at this time. Fur­ 
thermore. the relationship between Great Britain 
and the Union of South Africa is such that were 
the Commonwealth to be weakened, South Africa 
might also pull out. Then there is little Ceylon, 
rich beyond our imagination in essential raw ma­ 
terials. It might follow' India. 
Therefore the British have been forced t6 take 
Nehru seriously and often to capitulate to him. 
Having tied up this arm of his problem. Nehru, 
manipulated himself into the role of broker for 
Soviet Russia and Communist China in the United 
Nations. Adopting an attitude of neutrality in the 
Korean War. Nehru also became violently anti- 
Formosa. this often involving him in an anti- 
American attitude. 
Nehru could well afford to be anti-American 
because he realized that our policy was to support 
Groat Britain at any cost. All he needed to do to 
get the Americans to weaken their own position 
was to squeeze the British, who immediately put 
pressure on Dean Acheson’s State Department, 
which capitulated. It was a smart game while it 
lasted. It produced the pro-Russian Korean truce, 
which is humiliating to the United States. 
But it is precisely in that that Nehru made his 
mistake. The United States, despite its huge losses 
in men arid wealth, does not take its foreign rela­ 
tions as seriously as it should. But the American 
people do take humiliation seriously. The Korean 
War is the first in which we have been defeated. 
As skillfully as the Washington psychologists try 
to cover up the defeat and its causes, so increas­ 
ingly resentful do the American people become. 
It is impossible for anyone. President Eisen­ 
hower or anvone else, to explain why w'hrn Gen­ 
erals MacArthur. Ridgway, Van Fleet. and Clark 
say that they could have won the Korean War, 
we lost it. It is impossible for anyone to explain 
why we signed a truce giving the Chinese Com­ 
munists a victory, leaving them the means for the 
conquest of South Korea and for a major war on 
Japan. 
Our people are not fools. They may not know 
all the little names on the map. They may not be 
able to speak half a dozen queer languages. They 
may not know all the refinements of psychological 
warfare. But they know when they have been had. 
And when they discover that, they get sore. They 
know that the trickster in this situation is India. 
And if India had sat on the Political Confer­ 
ence. it could have developed that public opinion 
in this country would have supported a movement 
for us to get out of that Conference and to go it 
alone. Almost too late, the British realized that 
the antipathy iri this country is not just another 
American twist of the British lion’s tail.*It is so 
strong and fundamental that It could have de­ 
stroyed * the whole structure of Anglo-American 
relations.

THE FIGHT AGAINST MENTAL DISEASE 
When we know that there are more patients 
in our mental institution* than there are in all 
other hospitals combined, it should strike us hard. 
However, we are getting »o used to this fact that 
we accept it and blame it on present world con­ 
ditions. 
Tlianks to the common senie of our general 
practitioners who are now alert to early signs of 
mental disturbance* and thanks also to our mental 
specialists — psychiatrists and neurologists with 
their newer methods of treatment — headway is 
really being made in meeting the problem of the 
increase of mental disease. 
Before the establishment of mental clinics and 
of wards for mental patients in our general hos­ 
pitals, the physicians in charge of patients in men­ 
tal hospitals were able to discharge 6 of 10 mental 
patients to their homes or to their former work. 
Today, with mental clinics to get patients in 
the early stages many are saved from entering 
mental institutions. Also, by means of the shock 
treatments — insulin, metrazol. electric — 7 in 10, 
now can be discharged as cured or not in need of 
institutional care. 
Despite the advances in treatment, there are 
now more patients in need of mental care and 
treatment than ever before; the mental hospital 
patient population is higher this year than it w'as 
a year ago. In News Release. Public Relations De­ 
partment, National Association for Mental Health, 
Inc., Dr. George S. Stevenson, medical director, 
makes an appeal for the Mental Health Fund 
Campaign “which is seeking to raise $3,000,000 to 
promote improved treatment for the mentally ill, 
to help create psychiatric clinics, to further re­ 
search on cure and prevention of mental health 
disorders, and to sponsor mental health educa­ 
tion.” 
To encourage those who may be feeling dis­ 
couraged at the rising tide of mental cases, Dr. 
Stevenson cites as instances of progress in the past 
ten years: 
1. The creation by the government of the Na­ 
tional Institute for Mental Health which conducts 
research, trains personnel and makes grants-in- 
aid to the various states for training and educa­ 
tion. 
2. Passage of the Hospital Construction Act 
with specific provision for the expansion of hospi­ 
tal facilities for mental and emotional disorders. 
3. Improvement 
of 
psychiatric education 
in 
medical schools. 
4. Extension in mental health education in 
teacher training and mental health guidance pro­ 
grams In the schools. 
5. Expansion 
of 
psychiatric 
clinic 
$ervice 
whereby the early cases of emotional and mental 
disturbances attend regularly as they would for any 
physical disturbances. 
6. Provisions for vocational rehabilitation of 
people discharged from mental institutions so that 
they can make a living in the world, without need 
of outaidt help. 
It it gratifying to know that in addition to 
government aid, the general public is aiding in 
this great need of every community.

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NO AUSTRIAN TREATY 
It is clear that the Russians do not want 
to grant a peace treaty to Austria. Negotia­ 
tions for such a treaty have been going on 
for several years with Great Britain, France 
and the United States seeking some way to 
solve the differences they have with Russia 
over terms of the treaty and the form that 
treaty should take. At first the Western 
powers wanted a “short form” treaty while 
the Russians wanted a more comprehensive 
one. This year the Big Three sent notes to 
Russia withdrawing their proposal for the 
“short form” and expressing their willing­ 
ness to negotiate any treaty which would 
guarantee the political and economic inde­ 
pendence of Austria. 
The Reds recently rejected the proposal 
for new' negotiations and their rejection was 
based on the flimsiest of grounds. They ig­ 
nored the fact that the Big Three had with­ 
drawn their proposal for a short form treaty 
and their rejection note made some observ­ 
ers wonder whether they had even read the 
Big Three proposal. 
When Stalin died and his successors em­ 
barked on their so-called “peace offensive,” 
President Eisenhower asked for deeds in­ 
stead of w’ords. He said that the Russians 
could prove their sincerity by acting to make 
an Austrian treaty a reality. A great many 
words have been exchanged since President 
Eisenhower’s speech but the treaty is no 
closer to realization today than it was then. 
An Austrian peace treaty may some day 
be accomplished. But only when the Rus­ 
sians feel they have something to gain by 
granting it. Their unyielding attitude should j 
convince the world of the insincerity of their ¡ 
talk about peaceful solutions to world prob- j 
lems. 
NO SUPER-DIPLOMATS 
Because the Communist conspiracy in the 
world has met with some success we some­ 
times ascribe a diabolical cleverness to the 
Reds which they do not possess. Actually 
their stupidity and shortsightedness has 
often caused them to make blunders which 
the free world would not tolerate in its own 
diplomats. A recent example may be found 
in the Communist effort to infiltrate Ceylon. 
Ceylon, a member of the British Common­ 
wealth of Nations, has been a prime Red 
target. The Communists, instead of evading 
the issue of religion, began vitriolic attacks 
on Buddhism, the faith to which most of the 
people of Ceylon adhere. Pictures were cir­ 
culated of Chinese Communist troops dese­ 
crating Buddhist temples and statues. Local 
Communist leaders attacked the political 
wisdom of the body of high priests whose 
teachings are law in over 4,000 Buddhist 
temples on the island. 
Why the Communists choose to make an 
issue of religion among these deeply reli­ 
gious people is a mystery. The fact that they 
did, certainly disproves any theory that they 
are astute diplomats. The people of Ceylon 
believe that Buddha once visited their land 
and they regard the Communst propaganda 
as an offense against their beliefs. 
From time to time Soviet Foreign Min­ 
ister Molotov does achieve something that 
resembles clever diplomacy. But the inflexi­ 
bility of the Communist doctrine and the 
utter stupidity of party line practices fre­ 
quently nullify any gains that are made. 
The days grow shorter and the nights are 
supposed to be longer. But when the alarm 
dock rings in the morning they don’t seem 
any longer. 
$9,600 A YEAR FOR NOTHING 
Do you wonder what happens to all that 
money the government takes from you and 
other taxpayers? 
Much of it is spent usefully. But a lot is 
wasted.

INDIA’S LESSON 
The game of international broker can only be 
played by the most brilliant minds. At that game, 
Talleyrand and Bismarck were masters. Woodrow 
Wilson tried it before and during the Paris Peace 
Conference and failed. Franklin D. Roosevelt tried 
it at Teheran and Yalta and he left a legacy of 
disaster behind* him. 
Nehru of India has placed himself in the po­ 
sition of being an international broker between 
the Eastern and the Western worlds. His main 
objective was to raise the stature of India as the 
leading power in Asia, the successor to Japan. 
The first battle was with Great Britain, wltich 
granted India its independence within the Com­ 
monwealth. The Indian empire had been split into 
two separate countries. India and Pakistan. 
From Nehru’s standpoint, India was in a pre­ 
carious position, which became increasingly more 
difficult as Communist China emerged as an im­ 
perialistic military power, seizing, as one of its, 
first acts, Tibet, thus directly menacing India. 
Furthermore, as Communist China’s ambitions in 
Indo-China and Thailand became more apparent, 
India was definitely in peril. 
Therefore. Nehru, with that twist in logic for 
which Orientals are so famous, joined up with the 
menacing power, while exerting political blackmail 
on the only European nation that had any interest 
in protecting India. The form of blackmail used 
is the constant threat of withdrawal from the 
Commonwealth. 
With its troubles in Egypt, in Iran, in Malaya. 
Great Britain cannot afford to have any member 
of the Commonwealth secede at this time. Fur­ 
thermore. the relationship between Great Britain 
and the Union of South Africa is such that were 
the Commonwealth to be weakened, South Africa 
might also pull out. Then there is little Ceylon, 
rich beyond our imagination in essential raw ma­ 
terials. It might follow India. 
Therefore the British have been forced tó take 
Nehru seriously and often to capitulate to him. 
Having tied up this arm of his problem. Nehru, 
manipulated himself into the role of broker for 
Soviet Russia and Communist China in the United 
Nations. Adopting an attitude of neutrality in the 
Korean War. Nehru also became violently anti- 
Formosa. this often involving him in an anti- 
American attitude. 
Nehru could well afford to be anti-American 
because he realized that our policy was to support 
Groat Britain at any cost. All he needed to do to 
get the Americans to weaken their own position 
was to squeeze the British, who immediately put 
pressure on Dean Acheson's State Department, 
which capitulated. It was a smart game while it 
lasted. It produced the pro-Russian Korean truce, 
which is humiliating to the United States. 
But it is precisely in that that Nehru made his 
mistake. The United States, despite its huge losses 
in men add wealth, does not take its foreign rela­ 
tions as seriously as it should. But the American 
people do take humiliation seriously. The Korean 
War is the first in which we have been defeated. 
As skillfully as the Washington psychologists try 
to cover up the defeat and its causes, so increas­ 
ingly resentful do the American people become. 
It is impossible for anyone. President Eisen­ 
hower or anvone else, to explain why when Gen­ 
erals MacArthur. Ridgwav, Van Flcet; and Clark 
say that they could have won the Korean War, 
we lost it. It is impossible for anyone to explain 
why we signed a truce giving the Chinese Com­ 
munists a victory, leaving them the means for the 
conquest of South Korea and for a major war on 
Japan. 
Our people are not fools. They may not know 
all the little names on the map. They may not be 
able to speak half a dozen queer languages. They 
may not know all the refinements of psychological 
warfare. But they know when they have been had. 
And when they discover that, they get sore. They 
know that the trickster in this situation is India. 
And if India had sat on the Political Confer­ 
ence. it could have developed that public opinion 
in this country would have supported a movement 
for us to get out of that Conference and to go it 
alone. Almost too late, the British realized that 
the antipathy In this country is not just another 
American twist of the British lion’s tail.*It is so 
strong and fundamental that it could have de­ 
stroyed’ the whole structure of Anglo-American 
relations. 
And maybe Nehru now understands that 
treachery does not pax-.

THE FIGHT AGAINST MENTAL DISEASE 
When w'e know that there are more patients 
in our mental institutions than there are in ail 
other hospitals combined, It should strike us hard. 
However, we are getting so used to this fact that 
we accept it and blame it on present w'orld con­ 
ditions. 
Thanks to the common sense of our general 
practitioners who are now alert to early signs of 
mental disturbance* and thanks also to our mental 
specialists — psychiatrists and neurologist* with 
their newer methods of treatment — headway is 
really being made in meeting the problem of the 
increase of mental disease. 
Before the establishment of mental clinics and 
of wards for mental patients in our general hos­ 
pitals, the physicians in charge of patients in men­ 
tal hospitals were able to discharge 6 of 10 mental 
patients to their homes or to their former work. 
Today, with mental clinics to get patients in 
the early stages many are saved from entering 
mental institutions. Also, by means of the shock 
treatments — insulin, mctrazol. electric — 7 in 10. 
now can be discharged as cured or not in need of 
institutional care. 
Despite the advances in treatment, there are 
now more patients in need of mental carc and 
treatment than ever before; the mental hospital 
patient population is higher this year than it was 
a year ago. In News Release, Public Relations De- 
Íartment, National Association for Mental Health, 
nc., Dr. George S. Stevenson, medical director, 
makes an appeal for the Mental Health Fund 
Campaign “which is seeking to raise $3,000,000 to 
promote improved treatment for the mentally ill, 
to help create psychiatric clinics, to further re­ 
search on cure and prevention of mental health 
disorders, and to sponsor mental health educa­ 
tion.”To encourage those wlto may be feeling dis­ 
couraged at the rising tide of mental case*. Dr. 
Stevenson cites as instances of progress in the past 
ten years: 
1. The creation by the government of the Na­ 
tional Institute for Mental Health which conducts 
research, trains personnel and makes grants-in- 
aid to the various states for training and educa­ 
tion.2. Passage of the Hospital Construction Act 
with specific provision for the expansion of hospi­ 
tal facilities for mental and emotional disorders. 
3. Improvement of psychiatric education in 
medical schools. 
4. Extension in mental health education in 
teacher training and mental health guidance pro­ 
gram* in the schools. 
5. Expansion of psychiatric clinic service 
w'hereby the early cases of emotional and mental 
disturbances attend regularly as they would for any 
physical disturbances. 
6. Provisions for vocational rehabilitation of 
people discharged from mental institutions so that 
they can make a living in the world, without need 
of outside help. 
It is gratifying to know that in addition to 
government aid, the general public is aiding in 
this great need of every community.

termine which of the tests is to 
be given." 
Revocation on Refusal 
The new law provides that any­ 
one who operates a motor vehicle 
in this state "shall be deemed to 
have given his consent to an anal­ 
ysis ol his breath, blood, urine or j 
saliva for the purpose of deter­ 
mining the alcoholic content of 
his blood." If a driver refuses to 
submit to the test, ihe motor • 
vehicle commissioner must revoke 
his license. 
Kassell said it would be “un- ¡ 
reasonable to expect that any I 
police agency would have to j 
maintain facilities for giving all ' 
of the tests, with the choice be- | 
mg one of the motorist." 
He said this view is supported ! 
by another provision of the law, ' 
which allows the person tested 
to have a physician of his own 
¡choosing administer a chemical 
test in addition to the one ad- | 
| ministered by police. He added 
however, that the motorist can 
| choose the type of test he de- j 
| sires to have his own physician 
make. 
Charge Against Community 
At the same time, Kassell is­ 
sued another opinion in which he 
held that the fee of a physician 
for examining a person at the re­ 
quest of police, in connection with 
the drunk driving test law, is a

I the arrest occurs in a city or vil- ¡ 
! lago, he added, the liability for 
payment of the physician’s fee j 
lies with the municipality.

Burial to Be in Arlington 


San Antonio, Tex., Sept. 3 («T»— 
The nation mourned one of its 
greatest, perhaps the greatest of 
all, World W ar 2 heroes today as j 
plans went ahead for the funeral 
of Gen. Jonathan M. W ainw right 
The gaunt, 70-year-old Wain­ 
wright died in Brooke Army Hos­ 
pital here yesterday at 12:27 p. m. 
Doctors said rough treatm ent he 
received as a prisoner of the Jap­ 
anese contributed to his death. 
Today, civilian and soldier, pri­ 
vate and general paid tribute to 
“Skinny” Wainwright, the dogged 
general whose stubborn defense of 
Corregidor Fortress upset the Jap­ 
anese w¿ir timetable in the Pacific 
while a stunned 
United States 
gathered its force for a long con­ 
flict. 


R i d g w a y ’a T r ib u t e 
In Washington, Gen. Matthew 
B. Ridgway, Army Chief of Staff, 
said “the nation has lost one of 
its great soldiers." 
He described 
Wainwright as "a man who ex­ 
emplified throughout more than 40 
years of activb military duty the 
best traditions of the service.” 
Roger M. Kyes. acting secretary 
of defense, said he knew* of "no 
man who sacrificed himself more 
in the interest and welfare of his 
command. 
His exemplary con­ 
duct in the face of insurmountable 
odds made him unique in that 
small group of great field-com- 
» martders.” 
Gen. George C. Marshall, for­ 
mer army chief of staff and de­ 
fense secretary, said he regarded 
Wainwright, in particular, and his 
men in the Philippines as “typify­ 
ing the sacrifice resulting from 
the indifference of our people to 
the 
military 
necessities 
of 
the 
time.” 
Shock Great In Texas 
The shock was greater, perhaps 
in San Antonio, where all knew 
of Wainwright's fragile health but 
where he was best known among 
the city’s colony of retired and 
active arrhy men. 
General W alter Krueger, him­ 
self a Pacific w ar hero, said: "I 
had known him 
for nearly 50 
years. He was one of our o ut­ 
standing. most gallant soldiers. 
He will be missed by a m ultitude 
of officers and men who knew 
and admired him. He will always 
be remembered as the gallant de­ 
fender of Corregidor.” 
W ainwright died on the eighth 
anniversary of his greatest glory.
